Magnolia shangpaensis Hu, sp. nov. 


Arbor sempervirens, ad 10 m. alta; trunco 90 cm. in diam.; ramuli robusti, teretes, 
strati, glabrescentes. Folia coriacea, obovato-elliptica vel obovato-lanceolata, apice breviter 
cuspidata, basi cuneata, utrinque concolores et glabra, 12-23 cm. longa, 4.5-9 cm. lata; 
costa media supra impressa, subtus elevata; nervis lateralibus utrinsecus 22-26, tenuis, 
utrinque conspicuis; venarum reticulo denso; petiolo valido, supra canaliculato gla- 
brescenti. Fructus elongato-ovoideus, atrorubrus, 4-65 cm. longus, parte inferiore 3 cm. 
latus, carpellis numerosis, 1 cm. longis, apice acutis, leviter incurvis maturis suturam 
ventralem et dorsalem omninio dehiscentibus, 2 cm. longis. Semina solitaria, compressa, 
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8 mm. longa. Gemmae elongato-lanceolatae, 4.5 cm. longae; bracteae dense pilis 
ferrugineo-sericeis vestitae. 

Northwestern Yunnan: Shanpa Hsien, alt. 2000 m., in woods, tree 10 m. high, 9 cm. 
in diam., fruit dark red, H. T. Tsai no. 56560 pro parte (type), Sept. 20, 1933. 

This species was found growing together with Manglictia yunnanensis Hu, and 
was erroneously considered by H. T. Tsai to belong to the same species; but it is a 
new species of Magnolia of the subgenus Magnoliastum, somewhat related to M. Henryi 
Dunn, differing in smaller leaves and fruits. 


KEKI Manglietia grandis Hu et Cheng, Hifo 
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Manglietia grandis Hu et Cheng, sp. nov. 

Arbor ad 12 m. alta; ramuli glabri, pallide cinerei, leviter lucidi. Folia elliptica, 
elliptico-oblonga vel obovato- oblonga, basi cuneata vel attenuata in petiolum decurrens, 
apice acuta vel breviter acuminata, 2035.5 cm. longa et 10-.5-13 cm. lata, plus-minusve 
coriacea, utrinque glabra, supra lucida, subtus pallentia, papillosa; nervis lateralibus 
utrinsecus circiter 17-26, conspicuis; petiolo 2.6-4 cm. longo, glabro, stipulis extus glabris, 
petioli basi adnatis, Pedunculus satis crassus, glaber, 1.3 mm. in diam. in fructu. Fructus 
oblongo-ovoideus, 12 cm. longus, carpellis circiter 27 maturis suturam ventralem et 
dorsalem omnino dehiscentibus, 3.3.8 cm. longis, apice acutis et leviter incurvais. 

Southern Yunnan: Marlipo, Tiechang, alt. 1200 m., in dense wooded valley, 
C. W. Wang no. 87020 (type) Feb. 20, 1940; Marlipo, Hwanginyin, alt. 1300 m., in 
dense woods, C. W. Wang no. 83823, tree 12 m., in flower bud, Jan. 14, 1940. 

This new species is related to M. conifere Dandy, from which it differs in the 
pale gray glabrous branchlets, in the larger leaves with papillae beneath and in the 
more lateral veins and in the larger oblong ovoid fruits. 
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Manglietia megaphylla Hu et Cheng, sp. nov. 


Arbor 20 m. alta, trunco 50 cm. in diam.; ramuli dense ferrugineo-tomentosi. Folia 
tenuiter coriacea, oblongo-obovata vel late lanceolata, basi cuneata, attenuatave in petiolum 
decurrentia, apice breviter acuminata, 25-41 cm. longa, 1.5-17 cm. lata, tenuiter coriacea, 
supra glabra, subtus plus minusve ferrugineo-tomentosa vel sparse pubescentia; nervis 
lateralibus utrinsecus circiter 22, conspicuis; petiolo 2-2.8 cm. longo, dense ferrugineo- 
tomentoso, stipulis extus dense ferrugineo-tomentosis, petioli basi adnatis. Pedunculus 
satis crassus, dense ferruginco-tomentosus, circiter 8 mm. longus et 1 cm. in diam. 
in fructu. Fructus ovoideus vel oblongo-ovoideus, 6.5-11 cm. longus, basi truncatus; 
carpellis numerosis maturis ad ventralem et dorsalem omnino dehiscentibus, 25-3 cm. 
longis, apice acutis et leviter recurvatis. Semina 4. 

Southeastern Yunnan: Sichour Hsien, Faadoou, al. 1100 m., in dense woods, 
C. W. Wang no. 85156 (type), large tree 20 m. high, 50 cm. in diam., Dec. 1, 1929. 

This species differs from others in the large leaves with ferrugineous indumentum 
beneath, in the large fruits and in the densely ferrugineous tomentose branchlets. 
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Manglietia yunnanensis Hu, sp. nov. 


Arbor ad 10 m. alta, trunco 90 cm. in diam.; ramuli robusti, albo-stellato-tomentulosi, 
7 mm. in diam, Folia coriacea, anguste elliptica, apice oblique acuminata, basi cuneata, 
supra nitide viridia, subtus opaque viridia, utrinque sparsissime stellato-tomentulosa, 
1921 cm. longa, 6-7 cm. lata; costa media supra impressa, subtus valida et elevata; 
nervis lateralibus utrinsecus 20, conspicuis; petiolo 2.5 cm. longo, supra canaliculato, 
sparsissime pilosulosa. Pedunculus crassus, 8 mm. in diam, in fructu. Fructus elongato- 
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ovoideus, atrorubrus, 9.5 cm. longus, basi rotundus, cm. latus, carpellis numerosis 
maturis suturam ventralem et apicem dehiscentibus, 2 cm. longis, apice acutis et leviter 
recurvatis, Semina 3-4, compressa, angulata, 1 cm, longa, 7 mm, lata. 
Northwestern Yunnan: Shangpa Hsien, alt. 2000 m., in woods, tree 10 m. high, 
90 cm. in diam., fruit dark red, H. T. Tsai no. 56560 pro parte (type), Sept. 20, 1930. 
This species seems to be related to M. tenuipes Dandy in the mature carpel being 
dehiscent along the apices and ventral suture, differing in the narrowly elliptic leaves.
